supply of water for drinking and in- 
dustrial purposes for ihls oily, and of 
obviating sewage troubles in the Que- 
quechan river.

The commission, 
whose 
investiga- 


tions covered conditions at the V/atup- 
pa ponds as well as in the river, re- 
ported that it was the opinion of con- 
eulling engineers that 
a 
three-way 


conduit was needed. No structure of 
this kind Is known to exist. 


The situation in Fall River has been 


very complicated for 
a 
number of 


years. Watuppa pond, now divided into 
two ponds by a dam, IK the largest 
body of fresh water. In the slate. The 
outlet of the South pond Is the Que- 
queehan river, which drops HO feet 
in leas than two miles. Its course be- 
ing now through the business'centre 
of tho city. 
The falls suggested the

the corporate name of the city, and

cotton mills. 


In colonial times land was 
pur 


chased which Included most of the lake 
area and the watershed of the Que- 
cjuechan, and the rights involved li 
the ownership at this early date are 
held Btill to bo valid.

CAPITAL FEARS INVESTMENT 


Tlio dye industry Is getting more 


and 
more threatening, everybody hav- 


ng anything to do with (lyes seems 
o think. Textile men, wholesale drj 
;ooils men are hampered by prescn 
conditions and worried over the £u 
lire. Not alone here Is tho dye sit 
ualion causing embarrassment, bu 
even 
the- shoe 'men, the hide am 


eaihor concerns are greatly incon 
venicnced by the scarcity. 


With one or two exceptions thi 


seriousness of conditions Is admitted 
to bo true. But none dispute tho ad- 
visability of making -dyes in this 
country. 
Furthermore, all can see 


but ono way of having this desire 
realized. 
Whoever is asked to say 


something on the possibility of de- 
veloping the industry in this country, 
says, • first of all: "We must have a 
protective tariff If we want a dye in- 
dustry that amounts to anything in 
the United States" 


There are dyes made In this coun- 


try, but these go to make up almost 
a negligible quantity. 
The business 


is purely experimental and the people 
engaged in it 
show 
unwillingness, 


based on fear, to spend any large 
amounts of money. 


The result is that the dyes, so few, 


that are mnde here are almost worth- 
less. They are giving, the textile men 
and the jobbers more trouble than 
they ever looked for. One man said 
that he orders a cloth oC a certain 
number on one day and Ihen in a 
week or so he sends 'for a duplicate. 
Rut be never gels the same cloth. The 
shade is so different that the required 
similarity, much less likeness In col- 
or, is entirely absent. 


Even in"the shoe business there Is 


evident an 
alarming scarcity. 
Of 


course, when it comes to attaching 
straps on shoes. It does not cause any 
great Inconvenience if tho strap is 
white 
Instead 
of 
colored. 
But 


the fact Is that the strap Is usu- 
ally colored, and when the shoe men 
have to resort to white straps, which 
Is no small an Item, because ot the 
expense and moro than all else, the 
great scarcity of dyes, it goes to show 
how serious tha situation is. 


One man said that the retailer and 


the general public are not aware of 
the condition which, of course, aa yet 
lias not hit tho ultimate consumer 
very noticeably.

The most serious result of the sit- 


uation Is the possible closing of some 
of the large New England cloth mills, 
particularly as far as jniaklng the 
colored1 goods go. The mill men see 
no other way out of it. 


This, it is said, would work havoc 


with the retailers, besides or course 
the obvious suffering it would cause 
to labor. At present, one of the larg- 
er mills has enough dyes on hand to 
finish their regular production for the 
next ten or eleven months. . But this 
Is only one company, and will amount 
to nothing when It comes to supply- 
ing the whole trade and keeping at 
work the large host of men and wo- 
men engaged, today, in the mills of 
New England. 
• 'Dyes are seemingly a small Item. 
We've not only never made them in 
this country, but, worse than that, 
we've never thought seriously about 
them. But It's surprising, a revela- 
Ition that makes tho business man, 
and should make the worker, rest- 
less, and 
how 
many 
ramifications 


this business has. It affects industry 
to such an extent that its persistent 
shortage 
would 
bring 
considerable 


suffering in this part of the country, 
at least," said a downtown business 
man who is affected by the shortage. 


There is an unwillingness on the 


part of American business men to 
venture into the dye industry in this 
country. 
But this feeling is based 


not on the lack of spirit . to attempt 
a new and large undertaking.' It Is 
based on a fear that, after the war. 
their business, which would Involve 
millions, would also be over, and 
their money lost as a consequence. . 


A lack of government 'co-operation , 


Is at present the cause, most bust- ' 
ness men are agreed, for the unwil- 
lingness of money men to enter into 
the 'new industry. 
If some 
tariff, 


large enough to keep foreign products 
out of the country, could be passed 
on, men o£ money would feel more 
secure. 


"As things arc now, many business 


men fear that even in the things 
that" have always 
haen 
produced 


here, there will be a serious hin- 
drance offered by foreign products. 
This country, they prophesy, will be 
the dumping grounds of cheap labor 
products from abroad. As a matter 
of fact, this would now be the case, 
according to them, had it not been 
for the war. "Tn many ways, . tho 
present administration, which altered 
the tariff, regardless of practical con- 
siderations, havo the war to thank 
for saving us all from great depres- 
sion. 
Tho war saved us as well as 


taught us." 


So far, it Is claimed, tho govern- 


ment has not offered any encour- 
agement to American ingenuity and 
finance to make 
the venture into 


the new industry, which, first of all, 
must do considerable experimenting. 
This would entail a large investment. 
Money men would risk this, but they 
fear that after this uncertain stage 
Is passed, they- will be put out of 
business and lose their investments 
as soon as tho war is over. 
Now. 


unless some tariff arrangement which 
will keep tho dye products of cheap 
foreign labor out of the country. Is 
made when the war is over, mill 
men and others see no prospect of 


dye Industry springing up right 


now to save this country from In- 
convenience and 
depression.

Decline in Condition of 


Growing Crop During 
September 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—A heavy de- 


cline in the condition of the growing 
cotton group during September, almost 
double the average decline of the lust 
ten years, has decreased the production 
prospects forecast earlier In the 
sea- 


son by almost a million bales. The^de- 
partment of agriculture today estimat- 
ed the crop at 10,950,000 equivalent 500 
pound bales which would be the small- 
est crop since 1000. 


In announcing the condition report 


and production estimate-, the crop 
re- 


porting board made this statement. 


"The cotton crop condition declined 


8.4 points during the month August 25 
to September 25, which compares with 
an average decline in the same perldd 
In the last ten years or 4.5 points. The 
estimate condition of 60.8 per cent, of i Erie- 2d pf 
normal on Sept. 25 forecasts 
a 
yield ~ 


per acre of about 16S pounds and a' to- 
tal production, tallowing a reduction 
of one per cent, from planted area for 
abandonment) of about 10.050,000 bales. 


"Last year's production was 16,135,- 


000 bales and the 1S13 crop of 14,156.- 
000. A crop less than 11,000,000 bales 
would be smaller than any crop since 
1,009. 


"The unusual deterioration has been 


due principally to 
the 
extremes of 


weather conditions; periods of exces- 
sive 
rainfall, 
cold 
weather 
and 


drought having characterized the sea- 
son in most of the cotton belt. 
T^ack 


of fertilizer and poor quality of that 
used, hns been an unfavorable factor In 
the eastern portion of the belt. 


"There is little promise ol a top crop, 


except in the northern portions of the 
belt.due to the climatic conditions and 
the unusunl activity of tho boll weevil;

A QUARTER CENTURY AGO 


Next Sunday, October lOlh, will mark 


the 125lh anniversary of Kev. Theobald 
Mathew, tho apostle of total abstinence. 
Owing to the fact'that the anniversary 
falls within two days of Die Colum- 
bus day celebration the local Malhew 
Temperance Insltlute, named In honor 
of Father Mathew, will 1101 formally 
observe, the day but later will hold a 
banquet to commemorate the anni- 
versary. 


Quarter of a century ago the centen- 


nial anniversary was observed by a 
monster parade of Ihe temperance fio- 
clelles in Boston, over 10,000 men and 
boys being In line. 
The Mathcw and 


Burke temperance societies of this city 
look part In tho Boston celebration. 


The centenary In Ireland was mafv- 


nlftcontly celebrated la the principal 
cllles, especially In Dublin, and In Cork 
which was tho home and the sceno of 
the pastoral labors of Fr. Malhew. On 
Sunday, 'October 13, 1S90, a procession 
of 50.000 persons passed through tho 
strecls of Dublin, In honor of the mem 
ory of L'r. Malhew.

conduit was needed. No structure of 
this kind is known to exist. 


The situation In Fall River has been 


very complicated for 
a 
number of 


years. Watuppa pond, now divided into 
two ponds by a dam, Is tlie largest 
body of fresh water In the state. The 
outlet of the South pond Is the Que- 
quechan river, which drops 140 feet 
In less than two miles, its course be- 
ing now throush the business centr 
oC tho city. The falls suggested the 
Indian name for the river and also 
the corporate name of the city, and 
attracted 
to this place the original 


cotton mills. 


Ifl colonial times land was pur- 


chased which included most of the lake 
area and the watershed of the Quo- 
quechan, and'the rights Involved li 
the ownership at tills early date are 
held still to be valid. A private cor- 
poration, therefore, controls the ponds 
and the flow of water through the out- 
let stream. 
Forty years ago the city of Far 


River made arrangements with thi.c 
corporation to lake the city water 
supply from the North pond. Thcr.. 
was at the time a great abundance o 
water here and the 
agreement wa: 


made, that since the South pond fur 
nlshed a supply of water to the mills 
through the Quequechan, the level of 


H water In the North pond should fol- 
low that of the South pond to within 
an inch. 
The 
mills, 
therefore, can 


make up a shortage of water in their 
supply by .taking water from 
the 


drinking supply of the citizens. 


Fall River has grown so fast that 


it now needs all the rain fall of the 
drainage area of its reservoir for dom- 
estic water, but it 'is prevented by the 
agreement from conserving the excess 
of a wet season for use in a dry one, 
because the mills take' this excess. 
Tall River now actually faces a short- 
age of water within five years unless 
some'means can, be found to conserve 
the supply or Increase the watershed 
of Its reservoir, a very costly mat- 
ter. 


Meanwhile the mills face a simitar 


shortage of water, for the South pond 
. no longer furnishes enough water for 


- their use. In fact it does not flow 
as Vnuch water as it did a century 
ago.

To it were appoint- 
ed a former city engineer, a former 
lead of the water board and a num- 
ber of other prominent citizens . fa- 
miliar with the situation.

mission selected Fay,

and 


Thorndike for consulting 
engineers, 


and an important portion of the re- 
port just submitted is the report ot 
the engineers. 


The striking feature of the solution 


of the problems Is Its novelty and Us 
magnitude. The engineers recommend 
a unique structure, really a three-sto- 
ry acqueduct, to be built in the pres- 
ent channel of the Quequcchan. 
It 


may perhaps be best described as a 
factory building in reinforced concrete 
with three floors. It will be about 25 
feel wide and about 22 feet high, and 
a mile and a half long. 
The lower 


canal will-take water from the South 
pond and deliver it to the mills, the 
quantity being 20 million gallons a 
day. 
This is more than the present 


supply ever is, excepting at freshet 
Ime, and In summer time the supply

In the intermediate canal will run 


of£ the surface drainage of about, five 
square miles of territory, which now 


overleads the existing sewers that 


they have storm-flow outlets into the 
Qucquechan, one. of the reasons for 
its pollution, although there are some 
sewers discharging into the stream. 


With the ' great subway built—tha 


structure will be comparable with an 
equal length of the new Cambridge 
subway to Boston, stations of course 
omitted—the engineers propose to fill 
in the flats of the Quequechan. and 
thus 'reclaim about ISO acres of land 
in the heart of a mill district and 
only a mile from city hall. This will 
give an opportunity for civic improve- 
ment. 


Then, last item of all. the engineers 


have outlined a system 
of 
surface 


drainage for the hillsides along the 
'stream, it being required by the state 


ealth department that none of this 
rainage enter the South pond. 
As a side Issue, the fact that tho 


'outh pond will be .sufficient for the 
nills, the North pond may be treated 
ationally as a reservoir and con- 
erved for the use of the people, put- 
ins further away the imminent water 
amine.

uation is the possible closing of some 
of tho large New England cloth mills, 
particularly as far as making tho 
colored goods go. The mill men seo 
no other way out ot It. 


This, It IB said, would work havoo 
* 


with the retailers, besides or course ?apt;_ 
the obvious suffering it would cause 
to labor. At present, ono of the larg- 
er mills has enough dyes on hand to 
finish their regular production for tho 
next ten or eleven months. 
But this 


Is only one company, and will amount 
to nothing when it comes to supply- 
ing the whole trade and keeping at 
work the large host of men and wo- 
men engaged, today, in the mills of 
New England. 


Dyes are seemingly a small Item. 


We've not only never made them in 
this country, but. worse than that, 
we've never thought seriously about 
them. But It's surprising, a revela- 
tion that makes tho business man, 
and should make the workor, rest- 
less, 
and -how 
mans- 
ramifications 


this business has. It affects industry 
to such an extent that its persistent 
shortage 
would 
bring 
considerable 


suffering In this part of the country, 
at least." said a downtown business 
man who is affected by the shortage. 


There Is an unwillingness on the 


part of- American business men to 
venture Into the dye Industry in this 
country. 
But this feeling Is based 


not on the lack of spirit to attempt 
a new and large undertaking. 
It is 


based on a fear that, after the war, 
their business, which would Involve 
millions, would also 
be over, 
and 


their money lost as a consequence. 


A lack of government co-operation 


is at present the xmuso, most busi- 
ness men are agreed, for the unwil- 
lingness of money men to enter Into 
the new industry. 
If some 
tariff, 


large enough to keep foreign products 
out of the country, could be passed 
on, men of money would feel more 
secure. 


As things ars now, many business 


men fear that even in the things 
that 
have 
always bsen 
produced 


here, there will be a serious hin- 
drance offered by foreign 
products. 


This country, they prophesy, will bo 
the (lumping grounds of cheap labor 
profliicls from abroad. 
As a matter 


of fnct, this would now be tho case, 
according to them, had it not been 
for the war. 
"In many ways, tho 


present administration, which altered 
the tariff, regardless of practical con- 
siderations, 
have the war to thank 


for saving us all from great depres- 
sion. The war saved us as well as 
taught us." 


So far, It Is claimed, the govern- 


ment has not offered any encour- 
agement to American ingenuity and 
finance to 
make the venture 
Into 


the new industry, which, first of all, 
must do considerable experimenting. 
This would entail a large Investment. 
"Money men would risk this, but they 
ear that after this uncertain stage 
s passed, they will be put out of 
business and lose their investments 
as soon as the war is over. 
Now, 


unless some tariff arrangement "which 
will keep the dye products of cheap 
foreign labor out of the country, Is 
made when the war is over, mill 
men and others seo no prospect of 
a dye industry springing up right 
now to save this country from In- 
convenience and 
depression.

they were towed part of the way, and 
submarines now In Philippine waters 
were sent to their stations on the 
decks of steamers. 


The 1C boats have a fuel capacity 


for more than 4000 miles and unless 
they encounter a long storm they are. 
expected to make the journey without 
difficulty. 
The boats will travel be- 


tween S and 10 knots an hour and are 
expected to make tho trip In about 
10 days.
